Chores Are Easy lf Correct 


Precautions Are Taken

I 
T IS a well-known fact that a 
well-built house, located o^poor-: 
ly-kept ground, does not show to 
advantage, while a house of less 
actual value which is situated on* 
well-kept property often is placed 
in a better price bracket. 
It usually is assumed that the 
same carelessness shown by ill-kept 
grounds 
has 
been 
given to the 
house, and therefore it might re­ 
quire considerable repair to offset 
the lark of proper maintenance. 
To keep the average suburban 
place in excellent shape with a 
minimum of labor is quite an easy 
job, providing you have arranged 
accordingly. The arranging is sim­ 
ply a matter of eliminating every 
feature of the grounds that re­ 
quires very much attention. 
The first earm ark of a well-kept 
place is a nicely cut lawn. There 
is not much that can be done to 
avoid the weekly cutting, but much

can be done to shorten the job by 
doing away with flower beds and 
edged shrub clumps which have to 
be cut around. Arrange to have 
lawns that can he cut quickly and 
in straight lines without delay. 
The next earm ark of a well-kept 
property is the edging of roads and 
paths, because the clearly defined 
line between roads and grass al­ 
ways looks neat while a broken 
down or uneven edge looks sloppy.] 
A permanent edge of metal or wood 
strip eliminates the most arduous 
of all ground.^-keeping tasks, and 
roads and paths so outlined always 
will look well. 
Step No. 3 
arranging for order 
without much effort is to do away 
with road or path weeding. Anyone 
who has taken tare of his own 
place knows what a hard, never­ 
ending task this is. Nevertheless.* 
one application of weedkiller, ap-j 
plied after a good heavy rain or a 
heavy sprinkling of the road, will 
give you a year's respite from the 
task. 
The usual job of weeding con­ 
sists of using a scraper which sim­ 
ply cuts the heads off the weeds, 
hut leaves the roots under the sur­ 
face to flower again in another 
w eek or so. The weed killer will de­ 
stroy both weed and root perma­ 
nently. 
When you have reduced these 
three principal jobs to an absolute 
minimum, you will find that you 
have reduced the labor required to 
one-third of what it was.
